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AMES’ CHARGES 
BRANDED AS LIES 


Hon. Frank Oliver and T. A. Bur- 
rows Speak at Dauphin. The 
Timber Deals. 


Dauphin, Man., Sept. 18—Some hot 
shots in the campaign were fired here 
tonight by Hon. Frank Oliver, min- 
ister of interior, and T. A. Burrows, 
M.P. for Dauphin, before a crowded 
and enthusiastic audience. The 
speeches were listened to with atten- 
tion and applauded to the echo. The 
handsomely decorated hall was gay 
with banners inscribed, “The Land 
for the Settlers, 500 Homesteade en- 
tered since Sept. Ist,” and “Our pol- 
icy: Progress, Prudence and Prosper- 
ity.” E. J. Bawlden, who oceupied 
the chair, apologized for the absence 
of the president, Robert Cruise, who 
was unable to be present and called 
first upon Mr. Burrows, who made 4 
vigorous and effeetive reply to Mr. 
Ames’ charges, branding statement 
after etatement as a deliberate lie 
and giving facts and figures in repud- 
jation, which roused the greatest en- 
thusiasm. 

The chairman in introducing Mr. 
Oliver said it was unfortunate we 
could not have a campaign without 60 
many personal attacks on the char- 
acters of the candidates, but they had 
present a man against whem no at- 
tacks were made, even by the Conser- 
vatives, a man who had been called 
Honest Frank Oliver, Mr. Oliver, 
who was received with cheers, said he 
was proud to stand on the platform 
to endorse the candidature and record 
of Mr. Burrows. It was a source of 
surprise to him that the campaign of 
the Tory party focussed itself into an 
attack on his friend, Mr. Burrows. 

The opposition had struck on many 
lines of hobbies, but checked in each 
one, had at last centred on T. A. 
Burrows, 

Unfounded Sianders. 

“What was the policy of the Con- 
servative party for the advancement 
of this great country? They based 
their appeal on absolutely unfounded 
slanders upon the representative of 
this constituency. It was fortunate 
for the Liberal party that they had 
done this, for while they might have 
found joints in the Liberal armor else- 
where, after hearing Mc. Burrows that 
evening all would be compelled to ad- 
mit that in this respect the Liberal 
party was invulnerable.” 

Speaking of the change made last 
December in the timber regulations 
he said it had been used by his op- 
ponents as an argument that there 
was something wrong, something need- 
ing a change. The purpose of the 
old policy had been clearly explained 
by Mr. Burrows. It was not to dis- 
pose of the timber to make revenue 
from it, but to secure the investment 
of capital in lumbering operations #0 
as to place manufactured lumber in 
the hands of the settlers. That was 
a sound policy but he changed it be- 
cause it had been so successful that 
in the last nine months it had secured 
the manufacture of one hundred and 
forty-one millions of feet of lumber. 
Lumber was also comparatively cheap 
here, considering that there wae only 
a home demand, as compared with the 
eastern part of Canada, where there 
was more lumber and the most of it 
Was sent to the foreign market. There 
had been secured a large cut. 

Speculator Made to Pay. 

“There was a boom in lumber and 
the demand became speculative just 
as it did in farm lands and town lots, 
and he therefore felt it was fair that 
the speculators should pay the price. 
The time was opportune for a change 
of regulations, and so instead of of- 
fering timber at a low price to get 
it inte the hands of consumers it 
was felt the government should offer 
it by public auction and secure the 
highest price possible for it. At ‘ 
present tume there could be no doubt 
in Mr. Ames’ mind or any one else, 
because the timber limite could not 
be bought except at public auction. 
That policy would not have been right 
five or ten years ago, bet would have 
ylaced the timber areas in too few 
Sanas and led to combines. There 
was a feature of this matter he would 
refer to. Those who attacked the 
government were particularly etreng 
in charging that political influence 
had been used to acquire limits up- 
der the government. They claimed 
that their policy was not only to rem- 
edy this but also a policy of restitu- 
tion of property taken away at too 
low a price. We were entitled to in- 
quire into the bona fides of people 
who said this. Those who lived in 
this country under the Conservative 
regime knew that there was nothing 
done in this country not subject to 
political pull. This was particularly 
true of the timber limits. Mr. Oliver 
read irom copies of the records in his 
department showing how this political 
puli was used for friends and against 
opponents. 

A Characteristic Letter, 

A characteristic letter was read, 
signed by W. H. Whimster, Portage 
la Prairie. This was addressed to Nat 
Boyd, M.P., who had sent it on te 
T. M. Daly, then minister of the in- 
terior. Mr. Whimster in his com- 
munication said he was in receipt of 
a letter from Dan Saunders, of Shoal 
Lake, who wanted a permit to cut 
timber on section four, township 20, 
Tange 22, west. Saunders was recom: 
mended as a strong eupporter of the 
Conservative party who could be re- 
lied upon to stick, ‘Tully, of Strath- 
cona, is also applyinig for the same 
piece of timber and as he ‘is an op- 
ponent,” wrote Mr. Whimeter, “I 
would rather eee Saunders get it.” 
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Mr. Saunders got the limit. He was| 
a citizen who was entitled under the 
avowed policy of the Conservatives to 
pay his money and get his timber lim- 
it. but he would not get it on those 
terms. He would not ever write di- 
rect to the minister, Mr. Daly, but 
had to write to Mr. Whimster and 
then to be recommended by Mr. Boyd 
to Mr. Daly. 

The next letter was dated Winnipeg, 
lith November, 1894, and was as fol- 
lows: “My Dear Daly—Neil Keith 
has applied to you for a permit to cut 
timber in township eleven, ranges 6ix- 
teen and seventeen, east. I would be 
glad if you could grant him his per- 
mit at once. Keith is a good fellow 
and a good friend of ours. He hes 
been connected with Dan Mann for 
years. He is anxious to get his per- 
mit quick so that he may experience 
no trouble with other sub-contractors. 
I will be glad if you will give this 
your personal attenticn, as Keith \is{ 
a most deserving fellow.  (Signed.) 
Yours truly, R, Rogers.” 

There was something wrong, how- 
ever, and on November 16, 1894 a tel- 
egram was sent to Ottawa which reads, 
“Application of Keith for permit to 
cut tigs should read township 9, not 
It. R. Rogers.” Mr. Keith got his 
limit.

Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 18.—Fire is 
drawing near the experimental farm 
end should a wind arise the buildings 
are in immediate danger, Another 
fire in the close proximity to J, R. 
Booth’s lumber mills at Dowie Lake 
is causing great anxiety, Fire hae 
commenced to burn in Beachwood 
cemetery. A dense pall of smoke over- 
hangs the city to-day, coming mostly 
from up the Ottawa river, ashe peo- 
ple are suffering from sore eyes and 
plagues of black fies which have been 
driven out of the bush by the smoke, 

Navigation Is Delayed. 

Montreal, Que., Sept. 18.—Forest 
fires are again widespread in Lauren- 
tian mountains and Eastern Town- 
ships causing serious delay to nevi- 
gation. All steamship services in St. 
Lawrence, both up and down between 
here and Quebée are cancelled, and 
there are no sailings outward from 
Quebec to-day and possibily longer, 
The Richelieu and Ontario line have 
cancelled all departures. The steam- 
ship Corsican which was to have tak- 
en passengers from the damaged vessel 
Corinthian to Liverpool is held at 
Quebec. Everything is at a stand- 
still, The Eastern Townships is fairly 
ablaze with forest fires, The streets 
of Montreal are filled with pungent 
smoke and the sun is almost obscured, 

Welcome Wind and Rain, 

Port Arthur, Ont,, Sept. 18.—Wind 
and reir last night cleared the lake 
of smoke and for the first time in 
several days navigation in this end 
of Superior is unimpaired, The situa- 
tion is improved to-day by light rains 
and the danger appears over. 

Fires Increasing.Here, 

Sherbrooke, Que., Sept. 18.—Reporta

Passengers on the British Steamship 
Aeon on an Island. 


Sydney, N.S.W., Sept. 19—Castaway 
on Christmas Island, with no shelter 
except that built by themselves to 
protect women, are the passengers and 
crew of the British steamship Aeon, 
loong overdue at Apia, Samoa, and 
for whose safety the gravest fears 
were felt. In the marooned party 
are the wives of a nutnber of United 
States naval officers who were 40 eager 
to join their husbands that they vio- 
lated orders and sailed on a vessel 
{not permitted to carry passengers. 
What has been the fate of the Aeon 
is still a mystery, for the meagre ad- 
vices received here tell only of the 
safety of all on board and no mention 
is made of the steamer. Since the 
vessel leit San Francisco on July 6th 
no news of her has been received, and 
so great was the alarm that reinsur- 
ance on the’ ship was quoted at 55 
per cent.

A HURRICANE AT SEA. 
Steamer Coion Caught in a Storm off 
Atlantic Coast. 


Colon, Panama, Sept. 19—The Pan- 
ama Railroad company’s steamship, 
Colon, in the United States service be- 
tween this port and New York, came 
into port yesterday half-masted and 
showing other evidences of distress. 
The Colon was caught in a hurricane 
forty miles north of Watlin’s Island 
and has had a narrow escape, three 
lives being lost before it weathered 
the storm.

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ALLEGED LOCK OUT 
AT MORINVILLE 


The Case Against George S. Mont- 
gomery being Heard at Mount- 
ed Police Barracks. 


Before Inspector Worsley at the 
Mounted Police barracks this morn- 
ing, the first prosecution in Canada 
under the Industrial Disputes act of 
4 nuneowner on a charge of having 
caused a “lock out” of the miners 
came on for hearing, The defendant 
is George 8. Montgomery, manager 
and part owner of the Alberta Coal 
Co,’s mine at Morinville, and the 
complainants are the iocal union of 
miners No, 2715. The case for the 
prosecution is being conducted by H. 
A. MacKie, and O. M. Biggar is ap- 
pearing for the company. 

The facts of the case were pretty 
well brought out this morning by the 
first witness, George Harrison, presi- 
dent of the miners’ union, In_ his 
testimony he stated that up till Au- 
gust 18th the men were being paid 
at the rate of 70 cents per ear for 
coal mined. Then Mr. Montgomery 
agreed to pay 90 cents per car, and 
told them this would stand good un- 
til his new machinery arrived, On 
Sept. 4th he stated that he could not 
pay 90 cents any longer, as he could 
not afford it, but any who were will- 
ing to work at the old seale could 
come and sign, All the men except 
two refused, however ,and a meeting 
of the union was later called, On the 
7th only the two men who had signed 
so far as he knew were working, The 
same condition prevailed on the &th. 
On the evening of the 8th, Mr. Mont- 
gomery called at the bunkhouse and 
offered the men $3 per day. This was 
s.ecepted, and he teld them he want- 
ed about twelve men. The union de- 
cided that the older men who had 
fone to Edmonton should get the pre- 
ference, and they waited for them to 
return, On the 9th Mr, Montgomer 
asked witness why the mer did not 
come to work. but did not wait for an 
explanation, but instead drove off in 
a very angry mood. On the 10th they 
were ready to work, but Mr. Mont- 
gomery said he would not treat with 
the union but onlv with the men as 
individuals, The next day the mine 
was working with other employees. 

On cross-examination by Mr, Big- 
gar, witness denied emphatically that 
he had told men coming to Morinville 
that there was a strike on at the 
mine, neither did he know of ny of 
the other miners doing «0. He admit 
ted that on the days that the mine 
was idle it was because the men chose 
not to go to work, but explained/that 
they waited a day for the old hands 
from Edmonton, because Mr, Mont- 
fomery stated that it was immaterial 
when they started work at $3 per day. 

BORDEN IN SHERBROOKE, 
Conservatives Hopeless Campaign 
Opens in Quebec. 


Sherbrooke, Que., Sept. 18,.—R. L. 
Borden, accompanied by the Premiers 
of New Brunswick and Manitoba and 
by Secretary Hanna, opened the Con- 
servative campaign in Quebee there 
to-night, Mr, Borden was given a 
good reception The reception was 
held at the Monument National, and 
at the meeting in the Stadium rink 
at night a large audience was pres- 
ent. Mr. Borden was optimistic re- 
garding the election. He said critics 
had stated the party was not a unit 
on the Halifax platform, but néarly 
every plank had been discussed in 
the House and more Halifax planks 
forced on the government than the 
Liberal planks of the 1893 platform. 
Mr. Borden stated that protection was 
not designed for the manufacturers 
only, but for this entire Dominion, 
the object being to keep people at 
home by providing work which they 
must otherwise seek abroad. He de- 
clared any Conservative guilty of cor- 
rupt practices was no friend of the 
party, and the coming election would 
be fought on clean lines. Mr, Borflen 
leclared that if the Civil Service 
Commission report had been made in 
Great Britain no government would 
survive forty-eight hours-after its pub- 
lication,

UNION OF A.F.A. AND C.S. OF E. 


A synopsis of the proposed constitution 
of the union of the A.P.A, and Canadian 
Society of Equity, which was drafted at 
the recent joint meeting in Edmonton 
and which later will be submitted to e 
joint convention to be held in Fdnynten. 
January 1, M4 and 1, 1909 is published 
herewith. The objects of the Association 
or union and the general provisions s%- 
lected from the somewhat lengthy consti- 
tution are as follows: 


Object of the Association. 
.1. To forward the interests of the pro- 
ducers of grain and live stock and to 
obtain profitable prices for all products 
of the farm and orchard, 

2. To put forth our utmost efforts to 
secure the building and maintenance of 
granaries, elevators, warehouses and 
cold storage warehouses in principal 
market cities and in all localities where 
practicable, so that farm produce may 
he held and controlled for an advan- 
tageous price instead of passing into the 
hands of speculators and cojbines. 

8. To endeavor to secure legislation re- 
lating to the farmers’ interests and equit- 
able rates of transportation, 

4. To open up new markets and en- 
large old ones, 

5. To report crops in this and foreign 
countries so. that farmers may operate in- 
telligently in planting and marketing. 

6. To educate the young men of the 
nation on their rights, duties aid re- 
sponsibilities, so that they may under- 
stand the evil effects of vicious legisla- 
tion upon their calling ,to watch legisla- 
tion affecting public questions and dis- 
euss the effect. upon the wealth pro- 
ducers, 

7. To prevent adulteration of food and 
the marketing of same. 

&. To promote social intercourse, 

9. To settle disputes without recourse 
to law if possible, 

10. To encourage the establishment of 
en equitable banking system, 

11. To use our influence to secure an 
improvement of our highways. 

12. To work for the best system of in- 
surance of life, fire and crop, by the 
government if necessary. 

13. To hold meetings for the discussion 
of subjects pertaining to the production 
of superior varieties of grain and live 
stock, and the best means of marketing 
the same,

ENUMERATION NEXT WEEK. 


With the advent shortly of the Do- 
minion elections inany new residents 
to Canada irom the old country are 
inquiring as to what is the necessary 
qualifications in order to enable them 
to vote. Briefly 
is as follows — 

“Every male person shall be quali- 
fied to vote at the election of a mem 
ber who, not being an Indian, is a 
British subject and of twenty-one 
years of age, and has resided in the 
province for at least twelve months 
and in the electoral district where he 
seeks to vote for at least three 
months immediately preceding the 
issue of the writ of election, provided 
however, that an elector may only 
vote at the polling station of the pol- 
ling division in which he is a resi- 
dent at the time of voting.” 

The province of Alberta has as yet 
no properly prepared voters’ list. The 
Dominion government, however, in a 
day or two will appoint enumeratore 
for the compilation of a voters’ list, 
for the election. These enumerators | 
will make a house to house canvass 
both in the city and in the rural dis- 
tricts. The prepared lists will be poet- 
ed in public places eight days before 
the election. |
